MANILA, Feb. 11, 2:30 p. m.—The monitor 
Monadnock and the «ruises Charleston be- 
gan dropping shelis into the rebel camp be- 
tween Caloocan and Malabon early this 
morning. 

The ener.y’s sharpshooters, in the jungle 
on the American left, had been particular- 
4y annoying since daylight, so the Third 
Artillery drove the rebels out of the jungle 
at noon. In the meantime a few more of 
our mén were wounded. 

John F. Bass, representing Harper's 
Weekly, was shot in the arm yesterday. 

The loss of the enemy is estimated at 
fully 8 killed and wounded to 1 American 
killed or wounded. 

The heat to-day knocked out many more 
American soldiers than did the Filipino bul- 
lets, especially in the marsh lands norta 
of Malabon, where the Kansas regiment 
was stationed. Fully a score of them were 
taken to the hospital. 

Among the incidents of the day it is 
cited that Privates Hartley and Fitch of 
the Thirteenth Minnesota Regiment were 
both wounded in the legs by the same bul 
det, and Private Mitchell of Company B 
of the Kansas regiment, while assisting 
@ couple of men to the rear, was shot in 
the left arm. 

The railroad is now open to Caloocan and 
Supplies for the troops are being forwarded 

by rail.

PUT TO ROUT ON ALL SIDES. 


Defeat of the Insurgents at Caloocan 
Complete, Wires Gen. Otis. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1l.—The War De- 

partment to-day received a cablegram from 
Gen. Otis giving additional particulars of 
the battle of Caloocan and the casualities 
Sustained by the United States troops, 
. The defeat of the insurgents was com- 
plete and they will not be able to make 
any further show of resistance at that 
point. 

The dispatch from Gen. Otis is as fol- 
lows: 

Manile, Feb. 11.~MacArthur’s division 
fis north of Pasig River. Yesterday his left 
wing, Otis’ brigade, made a partial wheel 
to right. resting left of the brigade on Ca- 
beocan, where the insurgents, who were in 
fonsiderable force, were sharply driven, 
leaving a good many dad. 


CAPTURE OF CALOOCAN. 


Gen. MacArthur’s Artillery Had a 
Prominent Part in Victory. 

MANILA, Feb. 11, 11:55 a. m.—Additional 
Particulars regarding the capture of Caloo- 
can have been obtained. The insurgents 
had been concentrating their forces for 
days at Caloocan and Major-General E]- 
Well S. Otis, the American commander, de- 
termined to attack them. He instructed 
his commanders accordingly, and requested 
the assistance of the naval forces under 
the command of Rear Admiral Dewey, 
Major-General MacArthur reported that all 
Was ready and at 3 o’clock he received the 
following message: 

“The comanding General orders you to go 
ahead with the programme. ARRY.” 


The attack began immediately. The moni- 


tor Monadnock and the cruiser Charleston 
shelled Caloocan and the country north of 
it for half an hour. Gen. MacArthur's ar- 
artillery also did effective work from a hill 
in the rear. 

The brigade, consisting of the Kansas 
Fegiment. the Montana regiment and the 

rd Artillery, regulars, acting as infan- 
try, advanced handsomely. pushing forward 
in fe face of the Filipino bullets as cheer- 
fully as if they had been snowballs. 

The enemy was utterly routed and fled to 
the mountains. At 6 o'clock, “Cease firing’ 
and “Recall was sounded. The troops 
Were then well through Caloocan and north 
of it. Gen. MacArthur established his 
left at Caloocan and strengthened his lines 
for the night. 

By the capture of Caloocan the contro! of 
much of the rolling stock of the Manila- 
Dagupan Railroad is obtained. The city is 
mow quicter and business is better than 
= any time since the outbreak of hostili- 

es. 

The American losses yesterday were 
three men killed and 30 wounded. Among 
the wounded are gallant Lieutenant-Co!onel 
Bruce Wallace of the Montuna Regiment 
and a Lieutenant ame Second Cavalry, 
who was Shot throu the lung while lead- 
ing & charge across the open country. The 
enemy lost heavily.

COLD WINDS AND HIGH SEAS. 


THE WAVES SWEPT DECKS AND 
FROZE AS THEY FELL. 


Many Passengers Were Seized With 

Violent Illness and One Sailor 
Washed Overboard 
Swept Away.

NDPW YORK, Feb. 11.—The Hemburg- 
American line steamer Fuerst, Bismarck ar- 
rived to-day from Genoa after the longest 
passage the steamer ever made across the 
Atlantic, and one of the roughest in the 
experience of her officers. The voyage 
from Gibraltar to ‘New York was made in 
12 days and7 hours. 

Terrific gajes were encountered from Feb. 
i to 7, enormous seas frequently sweeping 
over the vessel, smashing rails, doors and 
other woodwork. Several ventilators were 
swept overboard, and two boats were car- 
ried from their chocks. On Feb. 3 Otto 
Lohse, a sailor, was washed overboard and 
lost. 

For five days the great. steamer rolled 
violently and labored heavily, until the 
decks were flooded and many %of the pas- 
sengers were violently ill. 

On approaching ‘the coast intensely cold 
weather was met, and the spray froze as 
it fell, covering the hull, boats, bridges and 
rigging far up the masts with a heavy 
coating of ice. 

The ship appeared like a’ veritable ice- 
berg. The outer gangways were so laden 
with ice that they appeared like tunnels 
through some ice cave with enormous 
icicles hanging from the decks above. The 
bulwarks and rails were swelled to enor- 
mous proportions, while the bridges were 
one solid mass. 

The crew had to break the ice from the 
decks and gangways in order to land the 
passengers. 


NEW YORK’S MILK SUPPLY. 


Twenty-Two Thousand Cans, the City’s 
Daily Consumption, Now in 
Hands of a Trust. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Feb. 11.—Several 
weeks ago an effort was made by the New 
York Milk Trust to corner the supply of 
New York City with the aid of the Five 
States Milk Producers’ Association, whose 
one purpose was to antagonize the trust. 
A contract was signed by the trust agree- 
ing to take from members of the associa- 
tion all the milk they could guarantee to 
supply. 

At a meeting of the Five States Associa- 
tion, H. T. Coon of Little York, its Secre- 
tary, said the association now controls 18,000 
cans of 40 quarts of milk daily. That 
means that the milk supply of New York 
C‘ty now rests in their hands, and the con- 
tract with the trust is in effect. The 
amount of milk consumed in New York is 
22,000 cans daily.

SHE RAN INTO THE STREET. 


CLOTHING HAD BEEN 


DRAWN INTO A STOVE. 


HER 


Neighbor Woman and Her Mother 
Rolled Her in the Snow and 
Were Themselves Severe- 
ly Burned. 


Minnie Burnette, 13 years old, was prob- 
ably fatally burned at her home at 3613 
S. Broadway shortly before noon Saturday. 

The child was standing near a heating 
stove in the parlor. The stove was full 
of coal and it was burning fiercely. A 
door was opened and a sudden gust of 
wind carried Minnie’s loose gown into con- 
tact with the flames. It ignited in an in- 
stant. 

The blaze spread like a flash, and in less 
than a minute she was enveloped in fire. 
She gave one terrified scream and ran out 
in the street. Mrs. Burnette and a neighbor 
heard the girl’s cries, and, rushing after 
her, were horrified at what they witnessed. 

Minnie was staggering along, stumbling 
atevery step and giving vent to heartrend- 
ing screams. The women hastened after 
her and overtook the tortured child. The 
women caught hold of her and throwing 
her forcibly to the ground ‘rolled her over 
and over in the snow. 


The flames were finally extinguished, but 
not until the two women were themselves 
seriously burned about the hands and 
arms, and Minnie was a mass of blisters. 

An ambulance was called and the girl 
was taken to the South Side Dispensary, 
where her injuries . were temporarily 
dressed. Then she was removed to the 
City Hospitai, where the physicians said 
the arate es were so serious they would 
probably prove fatal. 


SIX SHELL GAMES ON THE ICE 


Gamblers Have Begun Business on the 
River Midway Between Illinois 
and Missouri. 


The most ingenious gamblers on earth 
have been found. They are shell game 
men, and they have set themselves up in 
business on the Mississippi River, midway 
between the Staotes of Illinois and Missouri. 

Ordinarily this would be an _ impossible 
thing to do unless a boat were used—and 
business would not come to an jsolated boat. 

But the Mississippi, extraordinarily... is se- 
curely frozen and heavily bridged with ice, 
and pedestrians haye worn a path between 
Venice and Bremenav. Hundreds of people 
are crossing the river along this path, and 
the gamblers, appreciating the ‘:mmunity 
they enjoy from State officials, have set up 
their little easy easels where the full cur- 
rent of the populace flows. Two of the 
men are negroes. 

The shell games on the river made their 
appearance Saturday morning. The idea 
singularly seems to have struck several 
persons at once. At any rate the six inen 
who are there all appeared about the 
same-time. They say it is worth big pro- 
fits to stand out there on the ice all day, 
but Sunday they will have big crowds, and, 
in the heat of the play they will warm to 
it and wax comfortable and rich.

Private Arthur Sutcliffe of 
St. Louis Missing, 


SUPPOSED TO BE MURDERED. 


WITNESS AGAINST THREE DES- 
PERATE MEN. 


He Had Been Assaulted and Robbed 
by Them in Georgia and It Is 
Thought Their Friends Have 
Killed Him. 


The police of Atlanta, Ga., believe that 
Arthur Sutcliffe of St, Louis, a private in 
Company I, Fifth Regular Infantry, has 
been murdered and his bedy concealed in 
order to prevent the prosecation of certain 
criminals, against whom he was the prin- 
cipal witness. 

Since Thursday morning the police and 
the military authorities at Fort McPhere 
son have been endeavoring to ascertain 
his whereabouts, but without result. 

They have now given up hope of his re- 
turn alive and freely express their opinion 
that the young’ soldier was killed in a cow- 
ardly manner by white confederates of the 
negroes against whom he was to appear in 
court. 

Last Saturday night Sutcliffe was drink- 
ing in an Atlanta saloon. He spent a g 
deal of money and displayed as much more. 
Near midnight he went out, despite the 
protests of the bartender, with two negroes 
and a white man, and with them visited a 
second saloon, where in some manner his 
whisky was drugged and he was rendered 
sense!ess. 

Then the men called a cab. a I placed 
the unconscious form of Sutcliffe in it 
and drdve out to Predmont Park, a lovely 
place, some three miles distant. 

There he was removed from the vehicle 
and stripped and every cent of money and 
every valuable he had on his person taken. 
He was beaten severely and thrown into 
a ditch half filled with freezing, muddy 
water. His assailants entered the cab and 
drove off. 

Barly Sunday morning’ passersby dis- 
covered Sutcliffe. His body was bruised 
and cut and he was apparently dead. He 
was taken to the police barracks and after 
hard work restored to consciousness. When 
he revived he told hia story and gave a 
fairly accurate een ee ef the two ne- 

s and the white men, 
wihoxas Martin and Frank Fletcher, two 
negroes of desperate character, were re- 
cognized in the description. They were ar- 
rested two days later and identified by Sut- 
cliffe. The white man could not be found. 

Sutcliffe returned to Fort McPherson. 
The negroes were locked up and their cases 
set for Thursday morning. 

Weak from his wounds and exposure and 
<till under medical treatment, Sutcliffe left 
Fort McPherson on the day of the trial t» 
testify against his assailants. He was un- 
accompan.ed, and, as far as known, un- 
armed. He never reached the Police Coyrt. 
Between the fort and city, somewhere, he 
disappeared. ‘There are but few traces, 
but it is firmly held that he was attacked 
hy white men, interested in some way in 
the case, overpowered and murdered. Then 
his body was hidden and the assassins made 
off without detection. 

The case against the negroes Was con- 
t'intled and they are held to await develop- 
mente, which the police say will surely 
follow.

RISING FROM HER COT SHE WENT 
WITH THE DEPUTY. 


None the Worse for Her Experience 
and Gave Her Testimony in 
the Torlotting  Di- ) 
vorce Case. asd’ 


When the name of Witness Mme. Alice 
Becker was called during the hearing of 
the divorce suit of Michael Torlatting 
against Mina Torlotting in Judge Ferriss’ 
court Saturday morning, there was no 
response. 

Deputy Sheriff Greenwalde was told to 
go to her home at 1808 Morgan st. and 
take her to the court room by force if she 
could give no satisfactory explanation of 
her failure to respond to the summons of 


the court. Deputy Greenwalde went hur- 
riedly to Mme. Becker’s address and 
asked for her. 


“Why,” said one of the tenants of the 
building, “‘she has just been taken to the 
hospital to be treated for an overdose.of 
morphine which she swallowed a few min- 
utes ago.”’ 

Deputy Greenwalde was seen at the hos- 
pital. He asked if Madame Becker was 
there. 

“Yes,"’ said one of the attendants. ‘We 
are just concluding an application of the 
stomach pump with which we have been 
trying to give her some relief from a large 
quantity of morphine.”’ 

(Mr. Greenwalde was taken to Madame 
Becker. She was sitting in a chair feeling 
sick, but looking none the worse for her 
experience. 

“T want you to go with me to tthe court 
room to testify in the Torlotting divorce 
case,” said Mr. Greenwaide, 

“That's so,”’ she replied. “I have been 
summoned in that case to-day.”’ 

She wrapped herself up carefully and ac- 
companied ‘the Sheriff. 

When she appeared in the court foom a 
few minutes later she did not look like one 
who had been so near death's door. She 
was smiling and really did not care to talk 
about her experience. 

Madame Becker is a clairvoyant and the 
plaintiff in the Torlotting divorce case waé6 
one of her patrons. Her testimony was 
wanted on some minor point. 

After court had adjourned the woman ad- 
mitted she had taken the morphine with 
suicidal intent.

“Tt will be as cold as 12 or 15 degrees be- 
low zero, and possibly even colder than 
that,.”” says Forecaster Hyatt. “A cold 
wave, followtng close in the wake of the 
one we have had this week, has crossed 
the Canadian border directly north of us. 
and it is due in here some time to-night. 

“The wave which will strike us to-night 
is very much like the one just passed. It 
is just as cold, and in some instances cold- 
er, and it is not passing hurriedly. I ex- 
pect it to remain with us several days. 
and I can see nothing better for St. Louls 
than zero weather through the greater part 
of next week. 

“The weather will be clear. The snow 
ztorm is over. It gave us between three 
and four inches of snow at St. Louis. 
Up in the Northwest the snowfall was 
heavier. At Cheyenne it was five inches 
and the winds were so high that snow- 
drifts, I expect, are doing much damage 
and seriously impeding railroad traffic.” 

Dr. Hyatt expects that Sunday will be 
the coldest day of the winter in St. Louis, 
and he would not be surprised to see it the 
coldest day in the history of the city. 


For the breath of Boreal which is coming 
this way is cold beyond anything in the 
history of the Weather Bureau. There ts 
a barometer north of Montana of 31.42 
inches, a record register for the latitude, 
and those of the etations of the Bureau in 
the full path of the descending cold report 
temperatures that chill one’s blood. At 
St. Paul, Minn.,“and Sioux City, la., the 
temperature was down to 30 degrees below 
zero Saturday morning. At Omaha it was 
26. and at Kansas City 16. At Marquette, 
Mich., it was 20 below; at Des Moines, 22; 


at Rapid City, 32; at Huron §. D., &, and 
at Havre, British Columbia, 42.

Throughout the night anxious mothers, 
fathers, s'sters and sweethearts sought in- 
formation of their loved one en route te 
St. Louia, 

The night was turned into a vigil of 
worry, accentuated by not a few pathetic 
inci€ente—and all because the locomotives 
halted at the bilding of Jack Frost. 


ORGANIZED WORK OF RELIEF. 


Provident Association Overrun and 
Money and Clothing Needed. 

The headquarters of the St. Louis Prov- 

ident Association at 1623 Washington ay., 

presented a stirring appearance Saturday 


morning. Kverv agent of the assoctation 
was busy and the hatiWuys were crowded 
with visitors who came to make contribu- 
tions and report destitute families. Con- 
trioutions made by.the wealthy have gone 
a great Way and. probably saved many 
lives. From January % to February 10 
2055 applications have been filed by the as- 
sociation, The 2065 cases included 5648 per- 
sons. All were attended to promptly. 

During the recent cold spell the associa- 
tion have distributed &WwW1 bushels of coal. 
‘This amount will fill over 16 cars. From 
Jan. 30 up to 12 o'clock last night 22,366 
pounds of provisions were given to the 
needy, and 1722 pieces of clothing, with 298 
pairs of shoes. 

Sunday the Provident Association will 
keep its doors open all day. This is the 
first Sunday in the history of that associ- 
tion that will have been passed in deeds 
of mercy. The extremely cold weather 
makes a heavy demand on the aszociation 
and Dr. Finney will] stay at his office on 
the Sabbath and help administer to the 
unfortunates. 

Since the opening of the restaurant last 
December, there have been almost twenty- 
five thousand meals served. The meals 
are not free, but any order on the bill of 
fare can be bought for one cent. The pa- 
tron can get plenty to eat for five cents. 
On the bill of fare there are coffee, bread, 
bacon, beans, cabbage, cornbeef and other 
food that is clean and wholesome. These 
meals are served in the old People's Church 
at the corner of Eleventh and Locust. 
There is also a dining room set off for 
working girls, who can obtain a cheap, 
go00d meal. The food is served well and 
the surroundings are scrupulously ciean. 

When a reperter entered Secretary Fin- 
ney’s office at the headquarters he found 
him reading his morning mail. 

“You might think that all those are con- 


tributions,’’ said the doctor, ‘“‘but guch is 
not the case. -There are two sides to it. 
One-third of those letters are contributions; 
the other two-thirds are from visitors who 
are looking up destitute and deserving fam- 
ilies. Since the extremely coid weather 
has set in we have managed to take care 
of all applications eent to uw, but our 
funds are fast diminishing and we have 
Sent out calls to charitable people who 
we think will respond heartily to our de- 
mands. In my mail this morning there are 
contributions from $1 to $10. Ail are from 
well-known firms. To-morrow, for the first 
tire in the history of the association, we 
will stay open on Sunday and I will be at 
the headquarters to help my assistants. 
In same cases, when a family is reported 
late at night, we send them money to 
buy coal and provisions and the next day 
our wagon makes them a visit. These cases 
are generally out of our districts or in the 
suburbs. The amsoctation’s appeal to the 
public should be heeded and any amount 
of money or clothing will be gladly ac- 
cepted,” 

The Liberty Non-sectarian Mission, or- 
ganized 12 years last month, and situated 
at 1412 Morgan st., has been oOver-run with 
hungry men and women during the past 


‘few weeks, soliciting food, fuel and cloth- 


ing. The unusually inclement weather ia. 
taxing the miseion to its utmost capacity 
to alleviate the great distress which pre- 
vails.. The manager, Rev. E. Colman, 
and his staff of faithful helpers, are kept 
busy all day long attending to the wants 
of the sufferers: During the past week 
over 1200 indigent persons of all creeds and 
nationalities received food and ehelter in 
the Mission House, The mission is sadly 
in need of coal, secondhand clothing and 
provisions of all kinds. 

The senior class of St. Louis College of 
Pharmacy, at their regular meeting Fri- 
day evening, voted that the surplus money 
in the treasury, which consisted of $12.25, 
be appropriated for the benefit of poor chil- 
dren. The money was turned over to the 
Provident Association.

Cattle Die by the Thousands.

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 11.—The great 
snowstorm which started 11 days ago has 
raged ever since {tn the mountains and al- 
most constantly on the plains. It ts snow- 
ing all over the State, with the thermom- 
eter averaging several Gegrees below zero. 
Since the storm began thrée deaths have 
resulted from snow slides at three different 
points, and one man and two women have 
been frozen to death while struggling 
through the blizzard.

President’s Action Regarding the 
Army Beef Court of Inquiry 
Not to His Liking. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1L—If the war in- 
vestigators are unreasonable in their criti- 
cism of any one as a result of the inves- 
tigation civil sults for libel may be filed 


by the aggrieved parties. The board had 
no legal status and it having failed to give 
all army officers concerned an opportu- 
nity to defend themselves, its members may 
be held responsible in a financial way for 
criticisms. 

Secretary Alger is much exercised over 
the mass of evidence available for the 
Court of Inquiry that is to investigate the 
army beef, all of- which condemn the meat 
furnished the soldiers. The Secretary is 
likewise much disconcerted at the action 
of the President in ordering an inquiry in 
line with the investigation instituted by 
Gen. Miles, instead of treating the General 
as a defendant and making him the sub- 
ject of inquiry. To find grounds for charges 
against Gen. Miles the testimony of over 
a hundred officers of the regular army 
must be impeached. This is recognized by 
the enemies of the commanding General 
and thev are ill at ease. 

Gen. Miles forwarded to the President 
before he was aware that the President 
had determined upon a Court of Inquiry, 
and before the order was promulgated, a 
recommendation for an inquiry, based upon 
reports he had received from army of- 
ficers. The commissary officials who are 
friendly to Gen. Eagan find but little solace 
in the attitude assumed by the President, 
evidenced by his action of yesterday.

Suffering and Shipwreck of a 
St. Louisan. 


————— 


C. W. GREEN’S EXPERIENCES. 


HIS FEET FROZEN AND BODY COV- 
ERED WITH BRUISES. 


He and His Companions Ran and 
Walked all Night to Keep 
From freezing to 
Death. 


Cc. W. Green of 4283 Easton av., St. Louis, 
a lumber buyer for the Thompson-Proetz 
Commission Co., returned to his home r7i- 
day night with a story of shipwrecked suf- 
fering that would chill the blood of a stoic. 

Mr. Green was a passenger on the steam- 
er P. D. Staggs. which was wrecked 
Wednesday night in the Tennessee River, 
and in the first accounts of which he was 
reported dead. He says: 

“] retired to my stateroom 
o'clock and soon went to sleep. 
awakened by a violent crash forward. The 
boat . stopped with an abruptness that 
threw me from my berth. There was a 
vonfusion of crashing timbers and human 
voices. I jumped from the floor and at- 
tempted to gather up some of my clothing. 
As I did so there was a second crash and 
the cabin, in which I was in the extreme 
rear, was crushed in with a terrific blow. 

“My courage to stay in the stateroom 
and dress failed me when the second crash 
came, and I rushed into the cabin and for- 
ward. I had scarcely left the stateroom 
when I heard a third crash. The boat 
careened, and there was a crash of wood 
above and the splash of something in the 
river. By this time everyone on the boat 
was running about; and between the cries 
of fright and the dismantlement of the boat 
the uproar was terrifying. 

“T ran to the front of the boat, and there 
I learned what had befallen us. The boat 
had struck the pier of a bridge, while run- 
ning down stream with an eight-mile cur- 
rent, and, after striking, had swung 
around, occasioning the second shock when 
the stern struck and the third when the 
current carried the boat under the bridge, 
which tore off the pilothouse and texas. 

“To appreciate the terrifying circum- 
stances of the wreck it must be known that 
the boat struck at 11:30 o’clock at night; 
that the night was so dark the pilot could 
not see the lights of the bridge until he 
was fairly upon them; that the Tennessee 
is raging and out of its banks, presenting 
all the dangers of a swollen river, and that 
it was 8 degrees below zero and a gale 
driving heavy snow. 

“There were about twenty persong on 

Of these, three were women—the 
of Capt. Jores and two dining-room 
women, These were sent agvay in the first 
boat lowered. The captain went with 
them. There were four boats on the Staggs 
when she struck. The second of these was 
taken by the cabin cnew, and the rest were 
lost in the crash, _ 

“The boat was all the while drifting with 
the rapid current and hurried along by 
the heavy wind. It had settled in the 
river until the water was ankle-deep on 
the cabin floor, and would have gone to the 
bottom but for the cargo of lumber, which 
had risen from the first deck against the 
roof and held the top above water. We 
buckled on two and three life preservers 
each and fully expected we would be 
drowned. And drowning was not all that 
threatened and added to our misery. The 
cola was so severe that we suffered terribly. 
There was a stove in the cabin, but its 
draught was destroyed, and with the water 
on the deck we could not get warm. Our 
clothes froze on us, and one of my shoes 
froze to my foot. 

“A half hour after the wreck a man 
came to us with a skiff. He was David 
Pritchett, a raftsman. He put out from 
Hustburg when the wreck floated by, and 
before he finished he took everyone to 
shore. making seven trips and putting the 
last boat load on the bank eighteen miles 
below the bridge. In the boat load with 
which I was taken off were two traveling 
men from Nashville. Tenn., and a negro 
boy who jumped into the boat from the 
deck after we had pushed off. 
Every one but Pritchett was too cold 
and weak to work. He rowed 
the boat alone and put us off in the woods. 
We built a fire and stayed there through 

balance of the bitter cold night, and 

. next morning we walked five miles over 

the hills before we found a house, We 
only kept alive by running and walking. 

Both of Mr. Green's feet were severely 
frozen, but they will be saved. His hands, 
wrists and lower limbs are cut and 
scratched, the work of ice and briers, and 
he will be unable to work for a couple of 
weeks.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—The bright cold snap 
of January has been succeeded by one of 
the muggiest Februaries on record, the 
theynometer during the past week standing 
at 68 degrees. Similar and unusual mild- 
ness is reported from the Continent. 

There have been severe storms over the 
South and Southwest portions of the Brit- 
ish Isles, and floods in many parts. 

The River Thames has risen seriously and 
many residents of Windsor have been re- 
moving their furniture, as a result of the 


_ inundations. 
There is a dark tragedy behind the death 
of young. Prince Alfred of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, ihe only son of the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha, second son of Queen 
Victoria. This adds greatly to the grief 
of his relatives. He was handsome, tall 
and of manly bearing, and his slight, boy- 
ish figure, in a brilliant Hussar uniform, 
was conspicuous during the Jubilee festiv- 
ities in England. Soon after the Jubilee the 
Prince returned to his regiment in Berlin, 
but he soon fell into bad hands. He be- 
came entagled in gambling scandals and 
this resulted in his cousin, Emperor Will- 
iam, dismissing him from the Guards, un- 
der the guise of promotion, transferring 
him to a line regiment at Copurg. Two of- 
ficers, who were mixed up in the gam- 
bling scandal, were cashiered. 

But gambljng was not the worst feature 
of the young Prince’s case. He indulged 
in other dissipations, which undermined his 
health and brought about his untimely 
death as it did with Alfonso XII, of Spain. 
Early in January specialists pronounced 
Prince Alfred's state to be hopeless, and his 
succession to the throne of Coburg to be 
out of the question. The Prince, however 
had to per ee in the silver wedding 
festivities of his parents, and was car- 
ried to the gala performance at the Co- 
burg Theater in a sedan chair. Four days 
before the Prince’s death the disease’ from 
which he was suffering caused inflammation 
of the brain, bringing an agonizing end. 

He died without any of his relatives near 
him, in a delirium, in the sanitarium in 
the Austrian Tyrol, to which he was taken. 

The state of the health of the Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha will bring into 
prominence the question of succession to 
the throne of Coburg, which devolves upon 
the Duke of Connaught, brother of the 
Duke of Edinburgh, and third son of Queén 
Vietoria. Before long the. Duke of Con- 
naught may have to decide whether he will 
leave his native land and take up the sov- 
ereignty of Saxe-Coburg. If he phoosse the 
latter he will have to abandon his career 
in the British Army; in which he is the 
most popular General, and hag the prospect 
of becoming Comimander-in-Chief. ~ The 
Duchess of Connaught will have an import- 
ant voice in the question. She is a patriot- 
ic German, and a Princess of Prussia, and 
haste throw her weight in favor of 

The general belief, however, is that the 
Duke of Connaught will renounce the title 
and succession in favor of his son, Prince 
Arthur, who was born January ‘13, 1883

ORDERS HAVE BEEN TREBLED 


MORE SUFFERING FOR BUYERS 
OF BUSHEL QUANTITIES. 


Prices Rose Rapidly and Lack of 
Transportation and Wagons 
Caused the Supply to Be- 
come Exhausted. 


A wreck on the Eads Bridge Friday aft- 
ernoon and the existing conditions on the 
river front caused a temporary coal fam- 
ine in St. Louis Saturday, because of the 
delay in the transfer and shipment of coal 
The receipts fell off heavily at a time when 
the demand was-”~ greatest and dealers’ 
stocks reached low-water mark or were 
entirely exhausted before noon, This means 
additional suffering to the thousands who 
buy coal in bushe] quantities, / 

As soon as dealers compared notes and 
looked at their depleted bins, and the trains 


of empty cars on their sidetracks, they ad- 
vanced the price. Uouseholders must pay 
from 50 cents to 75 cents a ton extra for 
hard and soft coal, and no promise of quick 
delivery is held out to them, either. 

Not since the coal strike last year has 
there been such a scarcity of ‘black dia- 
monds. Most of the mines have the coal 
on hand, but on account of the severe 
weather and poor transportation facilittes 
have as yet been unable to fulfill their 
orders in entirety. The product Hes in 
dump cars, in bunkers and on cars on 
switches along all the roads leading to 
the mines in Central and Southern Illinois 
and adjacent to East St. Lou‘’s, waiting for 
locomotives to be attached. 

A freight wreck on the Badge bridge ap- 
proach delayed ‘trains Friday. The coal] 
trains were delayed and dealers who could | 
not or would not walt were obliged to send 
their teams to East St. Louis to load di- 
rectly from cars which otherwise woukl 
have been run into the yards and sidings 
convenient to their trade territory. 

Owing to the prolonged cold snap the 
demand for coal has doubled and trebled. 
Every available team and suitable wagon 
that can ‘be spared has been improvised by 
fuel men in their efforts to fill orders. They 
cannot, it seems, keep up with the require- 
ments that Boreas has thrown on this big 
city. 

When a full load is ordered, some dealers 
have cut it in half and thus have insured a 
more general distribution. The snow that 
has fallen so heavily affects the delivering, 
especially on the unmade thoroughfares in 
the West End, and in some sections house- 
holders will be fortunate if they do not 
have to wait until the snow goes away. Of 
course they can use wheelbarrows if neces- 
sary. 

Inquiry among dealers indicates a belief 
that if the transportation congestion is not 
relieved by ‘Monday, prices will shoot up- 
wards still farther. 

Donk Brothers are handicapped tn filling 
orders, although ‘by sending out half-loads 
they manage to keep down the clamor. 
This firm, however, gives it out that it has 
not put up prices in the past five months. 

Devoy & Feuerborn boast of having a 
car or @wo on hand, but they expect only 
to fulfill the most pressing demands for 
the present. 

The Heinrich Coal Co. has no soft coal 
on hand and has not had any to sell for 
three days. 

The Superior Coal Co. has two cars on 
the track, and its manager does not know 
when more will come. 

William P. Skellett, of the Skellett Coal 
Co., said: “Our stock of coal is so low that 
we are in hot water, in fact, we have had 
none since the wagons made their first 
round this morning. I hear of dealers hav- 
ing put up prices 50 and 75 cents a ton, or 
2 and 3 cents per bushel. This applies to 
the retail trade. The supply is unequal to 
the demand—that’s why there is not much 
coal in St. Louis. We expect a little more 
this afternoon, but everything is subject to 
delay. The orders have trebled, Anthra- 
cite ia even scarcer than bituminous. The 
wreck on the bridge was serious to the 
coal interests, Reonsee, = this — every 
ou and every carloac Ss prec ous. 
eeailroads are handicapped in switching 
traing by the snow and ice. The crews 
cannot work as well. 
“We dealers have 
of putting up prices. 
for #ehat he pleases. 
and likely to remain so, 
patrons will pay. extra to get the stuff. 
‘The next dealer hears of it, shoves up his 
prices, and in less than no time there’s 
an all-around jump.” 

The Berry-Horn Coal aengeey reports 
that there is some coal on the way e- 
tween the East Side switching ‘yards and 
the sidings in St. Louis, but it is difficult 
to get enough teame and drivers. 

“Tf the situation Monday is as it is to- 
day there’s no telling hcw much dealers 
will ask for coal ‘then,’ said one of the 
employes. 

A business man who watches the fuel 
industry lays the blame for the famine on 
the transportation companies. They, in 
turn, claim it is the fault of*the mine oper- 
ators. who have not a sufficient supply of 
water on hand to run their boilers and ma- 
chinery. The miners in turn say that oper- 
ators keep the supply short in order to 
work the public. 

At any rate the fact remains that the 
price of soft coal has gone up from 9 
cents delivered, to 12 cents,while the com- 
panies are now charging 9 cents a bushel 
for it on the cars, if patrons do their own 
hauling. : 

J. F. Kuhn, Secretary of the Devoy & 
Feuerborn Coal and Coke Co., one of the 
largest concerns in the city, and the one 
which supplies the Post-Dispatch, said: 

“Tt don't think there is much occasion fo7 
any great alarm. The only branch of our 
business which is giving us any trouble is 
the domestic trade—the nomes, Many peo- 
ple buy coal in a sort of “hand to mouth” 
manner, and wait until the last minute 
before replenishing their wasted stock. 
When, a severe spell like this strikes us 
the orders from this class come in all at 
once with the expectation that they wiil 
be filed within an hour or two, when. as a 
matter of fact, it would be physically and 
mechanically impossible to do so, becaus: 
the demand for the moment is far greater 
than any machinery in the way of organ- 
ized coal handlers can take care of. The 
result is that some people have to wait 
perhaps 24 hours for their coal and in the 
meantime they think a coal famine is {m- 
minent and the alarm becomes widespread. 

Now as to the steam plants, the big 
consumers, such as the Post-Dispatch, there 
is absolutely no o¢casion for alarm.

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NO TIME FOR FRANCHISES 


Board of Experts on Insular Affairs 
Too Busy With War Depart- 
ment Affairs. 


' WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The board of 
experts on insular affairs have established 
themselves in their new quarters in the 
Lemon building and are going over a mass 
of papers referred to them by the War De- 
partment. No action wilt be taken 
upon any application for franchises until 
the board has taken up the matters in the 
field and made a personal examination into 
the merits of each case. 

The members of the board will leave in 
about 10 days for Havana. They are likely 
to be away about three months, six to eight 
weeks being required for their investiga- 
tions in Cuba. So far no reference has been 
made to any of the smaller islands in and 
about Cuba and Porto Rico, including the 
Isle of Pines, which have been almost com- 
pletely lost sight of in the recent trend of 
events,

MAN WHOGAVE AWAY AN ORGAN 
DISCHARGED. 


HOW HE GOT HIS POSITION. 


Ordered Goods to Be Sent to Mrs. 
Crusius, Who Has Since Be- 
come His Wife. 


J. Francis Stecher, who presented an 
organ to the Church of the Holy Rosary 
and who gave its makers, Pfeffer Son of 
106 Marion st., a worthless check in pay- 
ment for it, was discharged Saturday 
morning in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion as not guilty of obtaining goods under 
false pretenses, 

Stecher, who was a pillar of Father 
Lavery’s church and a friend of the pastor, 
offered some months ago to give the 
church an organ. His offer was accepted; 
he gave the order and the instrument was 
built and put in the church, Then Stecher 
gave the manufacturers a check for $3000 
and took a receipt. The check was re- 
jected by the bank because Stecher had 


no money on deposit. 

Stecher was arrested. He admitted the 
facts, explaining that in his great faith in 
Providence he thought it would help iim 
out, 

Friday he was arraigned before Judge 
Clark who declared that on the information 
submitted the defendant must be dis- 
charged. The court held that the organ 
was obtained on credit and not under false 
pretenses. The State amended the infor- 
mation and the case was continued until 
Saturday morning. Judge Clark found that 
the State could present no proof of any 
fraudulent representations before the organ 
was placed in position and reiterated his 
former decision. Stecher was released. 

His ‘troubles, however, are not yet over. 
KE. A. Pfeffer, the man who accepted the 
check and is now out an organ, carried the 
facts to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Hodgen who will lay the care before the 
grand jury. 

A letter received Saturday morning 
by Prosecuting Attorney Clover from the 
Franklin Engraving and Electrotype Co. 
of Chicago, states that Stecher represent- 
ed to the company that he was a capable 
agent and asked for a position at a salary 
of $25 a week. They employed him. He 
sent in an order for goods amounting to 
$870 for Mre. S. V. Crusius, 

The company Charges that this order was 
not bona fide, and was merely sent in 
order to delude the company into the be- 
lief that Stecher was worth $25 a week as 
a salesman. Stecher’s wife was formerly 
Mrs. Crusius. The good shipped to her 
are now in a’ warehouse unpaid for.

Resolution Offered Requesting Repre- 
sentatives Cardwell and Hamilton 
to Talk on Philippine Question.

Commissioner Shielding Himself Be- 


hind the Police Department. 

Malcolm McBeth, a real estate agent at 
12 N. Eighth st., testified:

Police Captain Michael O’Malley of the 
Fifth District testified: 

“T have been Captain of the Fifth District 
since May last. We do not undertake to 
enforce the license laws except under or- 
ders from the Chief. We never make ar- 
rests under the license laws without in- 
structions from the Chief. The instructions 
come at the request of the License Com- 
missioner. 

“IT had an order at one time to summon 
proprietors of pool and Dilliard tables, in 
connection with saloons, who were running 
without licenses. There are some in my 
district at present who are not paying a li- 
cense. I have prepared a list of them for 
the Chief, to be forwarded to the License 
Commissioner.’’ 

Senator Matthews read a section of the 
license ordinance which makes it the duty 
of the police to enforce the license laws, 
and wanted to know why Capt. O'Malley 
was not doing his duty in arresting the peo- 
ple carrying on business without a license 
in his district. 

Capt. O'Malley sald it was the duty of a 
police captain to obey orders from _ the 
chief 


Matthews wanted to shield License Com- 
missioner Kalbfell behind charges of negli- 
gence of duty on the part of the police de- 
partment. , 

In answer to Attorney McDonald Capt. 
O'Malley said he did not know whether 
street car companies paid a vehicle license 
for their cars.

Acting in line with its tenets, the St. Vincent de Paul 
Bodlety has requested that the bodies of Catholics dying under 
Such conditions be placed in its charge for interment. 

The Society wishes to stand as a friend to the dead paupers 
@f its religious belief. 

But the City Counselor has decided that the Society cannot, 
Wnder the law, act as “friend,” because it is an artificial 
body or incorporation. 

The law in question may work a hardship in some cases. It 
ought to be possible for friends, whether incorporated or as 
individuals, to perform services for those whom they wish to 
Deneft. And it would seem that the test offriendship, whether 
of an individual or @ society, is the offer to perform such 
servicos. 

Organized bodies, such as Trust Companies, may administer 
estates and do other acts in relation to the dead.

Since then prugress has been steady if not rapid. Several 
universities confer degrees upon women, the British Medical 
Association admit women to membership, and worst of all 
two Wornen have stood higher than the highest in the mathe- 
matical examinations of the universities. They cannot stand 
the highest, but they are graciously permitted to be higher 
than the highest. which is an honor not to be sneezed at. 

Altogether women are being emancipated, and funniest of 
all they are just as charming and attractive as when Sam 


Johnecn opined that a woman who knew Greek lacked 
delicacy.

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THE VOLUNTEERS’ VINDICATION, 


Whatever differences of opinion may exist among Amerfi- 
cans on the subject of expansion there is but one with re- 
gard to the gallant soldiers who are so brilliantly doing 
the fighting mapped out for them at Manila. These men 
are maintaining the high standard of American courage and 
skill on the battlefield and are showing the world the type 
of soldiers made in America. 

It is a matter of congratulation that the brunt of the 
Manila fighting has fallen on the volunteers. It has given 
them an opportunity to show what manner of soldiers they 
become after a few months’ drilling. As the naval battles 
demonstrated the high fighting qualities of the American 
navy, and the Santiago battle those of the American regu- 
lars, so the Manila battle has served to display the stamina 
of the trained volunteers. Within six months raw recruits, 
taken from various occupations in the elty and country, have 

en molded into first-class soldiers, who resisted a sudden 
attack and turned it into a rout with the steadiness and elan 
of veterans. 

There was no unreadiness when the Filipinos made their 
night attack, no panic or uncertainty; but the plans were 
Well laid, the troops were responsive to every demand. Officers 
and men worked.together in the accomplishment of victorious 
results which astonished the world. There will be no more 
contempt for American volunteers, but in its place admira- 
tion and wholesome respect. In the Orient the prestige of 
the American army and navy has been established by the 
achievements of Dewey in the bay and of Otis in the city 
of Manila. : 

The spectacle of American soldiers and sailors enforcing 
with arms a title gained by Conquest is saddening, but 
no one cah deny their supérb capacity for war; If we shall 
unfortunately enter upon a career of colonial aggrandize- 
ment we have the men and the resources to render it wn- 
equaled in effectiveness and splendor. 
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The Illinois Legislature is thinking of appropriating $40,000 
for a corn display at the Paris Exposition. It would probably 
be a paying investment and would certainly be a good ex- 
ample to other States. It would pave the way for a finer 
exhibit of the State’s resources at the St. Louis World’s Fair. 

If the Filipino, however foolish, was a patriot in his fight 
against Spain, is he less a patriot now? The falsifying Ad- 
ministration organ, however, has discovered that he is hope- 
lesely depravel and wholly unfit to entertain the idea of 
patriotism,

ALL CUBAN MILITARY POSTS. 


WATER SUPPLY IS_ POOR. 


Col. Buy’s Regiment Impregnated 
With Malaria, Which Will Take 
Weeks to Eradicate.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Jan. 0.—Guan- 
tanamo has been more or less in the public 
eye since last June, when the marines 
landed at Cainamara, in Guantanamo Bay, 
16 miles from the City of Guantanamo, It 
is a city of some 0,00 inhabitants, sur- 
rounded by sugar and coffee estates, It 
has always been a large garrison town of 
the Spanish forces and for many years the 
district has been considered the most dan- 
gerous one under Spanish rule. In fact 
the first shot of the insurrection four years 

ago was fired within 10 miles of this city. 
he merchants are mostly Spanish, withe 
sprinkling of English, German, French and 
Italian. The o town itself has all the 
quaint Moorish aspect about it, so familiar 
to thosc who have visited Spain or her 
colonies, and there is a quaintness and pic- 
turesqueness about it that reminds one of 
the City of Santiago when seen from cer- 
tain pointe. It is on a higher altitude than 
almost any city in the province, and should 
for that reason be one of the healthiest, 
but it seems so impregnated with malaria 
and fever germs of oae kind or another 
that it is difficult for one to stay sere 
s 
paves to be the worst station in the prov- 
nee for troops, but the sickness among 
the troops is no more in proportion than thé 
sickness among the inhabitants of the city. 
Therc are probably two or three causes 
combining to make this undesirable state 
of affairs. In the first place, the water is 
supplied from house to houge in_ barrels on 
carts. There is little question but that a 
good water system would not only be ex- 
ceedingly useful and a great boon to the 
inhabitants, but also as a sanitary measure 
would be invaluable, 


should be little difficulty in supplying the 
city all the pure water needed the year 


around. 
Since the Americans have- been there 


Sanitation has to a certain extent been car- 


ried on. but not in such extensive manner 
as has been done at Santiago. It lacks the 
method and system, the main obstacle ap- 
parently being lack of funds to out 
the needed improvements. Guantanamo 
has for many years beén one of the Weailth- 
les: cities in the province, but as her 
wealth has been almost entirely derived 
from sugar, and as for three years prac- 
tically no sugar has been grown there, a 
cessation of income has followed. Natural- 
ly the city has been more or leas impover- 
ished, but there are many valuable estates 
that could be made to pay large sums of 
money and employ numbers of laborers, 
but the planters have been unable to com- 
mence operations this fall. It would prob- 
ably pay any well established bank to 
open a branch in that city prepared to 
advance money on mortgages, which would 
enable the planters to begin work again. 
Any bank could profitably advance from 
$2,000,000 to $3,000,000 ‘n that district with the 
most perfect security possible, and at good 
rates of interest. 

To make the City of Guantanamo heaithy 
it would probably take an appropriation of 
at least a quarter of a mil'ion dollars, and 
the temporary services of some sanitary ex- 
pert like Maj. Barbour, who has had such 
signal success here. In three months he 
cou'd organize a sanitary department there 
and have it in good working order, so that 
if it did not completely check yellow fe- 
ver next summer it would at all events 
considerably curtail it. 

For generations there has been practi- 
cally no attempt at sanitation of any de- 
scription, and the -_— being on Jevel ground 
nature has been unable to assist inp that re- 
spect, as was possible at Santiago. When 
the heavy rains come down here the ma- 
jority of the streets. being on an incline 
toward the bay, are 
washed by force of the water and cleaned 
in a natural way, but in Guantanamo the 
water merely sinks into the ground, leav- 
ing the dirt where it was before. This ir 
a state of affairs requiring immediate at- 
tention before the spring is well on the 
way. So far as the troops are concerned 
Col. Ray believes there is no necessity for 
more than one company in the City of Gu- 
antanamo, and if he had his way he would

WANTS HER MONEY RETURNED. 


Argument Heard on the Question of 
Jurisdiction and Judge Thayer 
Reserved His Opinion. 


The suit of Mrs. Dora Nichols agains: 
ber husband, William Nichols, for the re- 
covery of various property interests, wes 
on the docket In the United States District 
Court Saturday. 

The question of furisdict!on was debated 
before Judge Thayer. Defendant's lawyers 
argued in the affirmative, on the ground 
of residence. ‘“‘Mr. Nichois,”” said the law- 
yer, “is living in Alabama, whereas his 
wife's home is in St. Louis.” 

Judge Thayer said he would withhold his 
decision uni} Monday. He expressed the 
belief, however, that a man could not 
legally live in a different locality from his 
wife or vice versa. : 

‘But the technica! point involved here, 
said the court, “is whether the locality of 
the husbend or the wife is to be recognized 
as the point of residence.”’ 

Both Mr. Nichols and his wife were pres- 
ent in court. Owing to the prominence of 
the principal the cougt room was packed 
with curious pereons. 

Mrs. Nichols was formerly a Miss Harri- 
son. Her father is John W. Harrison, a 
wealthy manufacturer. 

Mr. Nichols, Jis., is a ecn of W. C. 
Nichols, who was for many years and up 
to the cate of consolidation president of 
the Commercial Bank. Both were widely 
known and highly popular in society. They 
were married about five years ago, ‘lhe 
wedding was on an elaborate scale and 
was the topic of interest among the social 
world. 

The couple went to Bessemer, Ala., where 
Mr. Nichois was President of a large tron 
works. Financial difficulties led, it is said, 
to dumestic unhappiness. 

Mrs. Nichols demanded the return of cer- 
tain money which was advanced to her 
husband to conduct the business. She also 
claimed that he wus in possession of other 
property which rightfully belonged to her, 
and which he refused to surrender. 

After the separation Mrs. Nichols came to 
St. Louls and sought redress in the Circuit 
Courts, From where the case Was trans- 
ferred to the United States Cour't, where 
it is now pending. 

Judge Thayer says it may be remanded 
to the local court for settlement.

Business Section of Webster Groves

Fire in the Allen Building at Webster

The cheer that went up shook the hills for 
miles around. One cheer followed another 
unti] the steaming engine and truck, with 
the brave fire laddies, covered with frost 
and the horses dripping with foam and 
bleeding from the nostrils, dashed into 
Webster.

Money Will Be $3,250,000 and 
James Campbell Will 
Get $650,000. 


When, on Tuesday next, the first pay- 
ment of $130 a share is made to Union De- 
pot line stockholders at the Union Trust 
Co., the sale of the Scullin system to Brown 
Bros., New York bankers, will have been 
effected. The Post-Dispatch first told of 
the negotiations. 

Papers have been signed, sealed and for- 
warded, to New York. Broker James 
Campbell, President John Scullin, Patrick 
Calhoun of New York and George M. Fra- 


zier of Philadelphia arranged these final 
details at the Planter’s Hotel. 

The price to be paid for the stock is 
higher than it has been quoted on the 
market of late, as it is understood to be 
on a basis of $130 a share. This will bring 
a total of $5,200,000. 

John Scullin owns five-eighths of the 
stock, which is capitalized at $4,000,000; 
James Campbell, one-fifth; Judge George 
Madill, one-tenth, and Edward Butler and 
others own minor interests. 

Brown Bros. have now acquired the Lin- 
dell, Missouri and Scullin systems, which 
cover every portion of St. Louis. A consolli- 
dation ordinance will soon be applied for 
from the Municipal Assembly, it is under- 
stood. There will be changes in routings 
and transfer points, but it may take a year 
to work out all these details. Owing to
